4. Disqulifications—No pci son —- 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse livir^g; or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has cnteied info or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shJl be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there aie other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax ;—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that is it necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writting, lelax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

Grade) (since redesignated as Additional Indl. Ad¬ 
viser (Engineering), and Additional Industrial Advi¬ 
ser (Chemicals), respectively! except as respects 
things done or omitted to be done, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
methods of recruitment to the aforesaid posts in 
the Directorate General of Technical Development 
in the Ministry of Industry^ namely 

1. Short title and Commencement :—(1) These Rules 
may be called the Directorate General of Technical Develop¬ 
ment (Groups A Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Application,—^Thesc rules shall apply to recruitment to 
the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule hereto 
mnexedp 


3. Number of posts, Classification and Scales of pay.— 
The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limits, qualifications etc.— 

The method of recruitment to the said posts, age Limit, 

qualifications and other matters connected there with shall 
be as specified in columns S to 14. 

5. Disqualification—^No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 

that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax,—^Where the Central Government la 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. It may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and In 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission* 
relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall alfect reservations, 
relaxation of ago limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of uersons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government time to time 
in this regard.

2, In the Indian Electricity Rules, 1956, (i) in rule 36, 
after sub-rule (3) the foHowinff sub-rule shall be added, 
namely:— 

“(4) Whenever a telecommunication line crosses or is 
in proxl^ty to an over head line, the owner of such 
telccoramuJiication line shall obtain the line clearance 
from the owner of the over-head line before any 
woik is started on the telecommunication line.” 

(ii> in rule 51, for sub-rule (4) the following shall be subs-

‘'51(4) if at any time after connecting the supply the 
supplier is satisfied that any provision of the sub- 
rule (1) of this rule or of rules 50 and 64 is not 
being observed, he shall give notice of the same 
in writing to the consumer and the Inspector spe¬ 
cifying how the provision has not been observed 
and to rectify shch defects in reasonable lime and 
if Iho consumer fails to rectify the defects pointed 
out within a reasonable period, he may discontinue 
the supply after giving the consumer a reasonable 
opportunity and recording reasons in writing unless 
the Inspector directs otherwise.

(li) on the surface of a mine or in an open cast mine, 
the voltage may be raised to 250 volts, If the neu¬ 
tral or the mid point of the system is connected 
with earth and the voltage between the phases 
does not exceed 250 volts; 

(c> Where portable hand-lamps are used In underground 
working of mine, the voltage shall pot exceed 30 
volts. 

(d) Where any circuit is used for the remote control or 
electric in ten-locking of apparatu*, the circuit volt¬ 
age shall not exceed 30 volts : 

Provided fiiat in fixed plants, the said voltage may be 
permitted upto 650 volts, If the bolted type plug Is used.

G.S.R. 154,—In exercise ojf the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Corpstitutlon. the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to the post of Driver In Homoeopathic Pharmacopocial 
Laboratory Ghazlabad, namely :— 

L Short title and commencement :—^Theso rules may be 
called the Homoeopathic Pharmacopoei^il Laboratory, 
Ghaziabad rDrivor’s) Recruitment Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Number, classification and scale of pay :—The number 
of the said post, its classification and tho scale of pay attached 
theicto shall be as speciffed in columns 2 to 4 of the sche¬ 
dule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualilications, etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualiflcatlons and other 
matters relating to the said post, shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule- 


4. Disqullfications—No x>crson — 

ta) who has entered into, or contracted a liiarriagc with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Conlral Government, may, if batislicn 
that such marriage is permissible under th^" pef^onal law 
applicable to such person and the otlier party to the marriage 
and that there iirc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax ;■—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by older, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes ai^ other special categories in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

G.S.K 156.-—Tlie following draft of certain rules fuither 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
which the Cenlral Government proposes to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1^54 (37 of 1954), 
after consultation with the Central Committee for Food 
Standards Jn hereby published as required by sub-section (1) 
of the said section 23 for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected hereby: and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or 
after the expiry of a jieriod of ninety days from the date on 
which the said notification is publish^ in the oflicial 
Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft rules before the 
expiry of the period so specified shall be considered by the 
Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rule^* may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

2. In the Prevcntioit of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 
32, for the words “unless otherwise provided in these 
rules there shall be specified on every label”, the 
words "Every package shall bear a label specifying”, 
shall be substituted. 

3. To rule 36 of the said rules, the following proviso 

shall be added, namely:—“Provided thot the height 
of the type used in the declaration having area not 
greater than 25 square cm. shall not be less than 
LO mm.^ 

4. To rule 37-A of the said rules, befoie the explana¬ 
tion, the following proviso shall be added, namely :—■ 

“Piovidcd that the labels of food flavour prepara¬ 
tion or mixture theie of shall be exempted from 
the declaration of niUnrs’ ol iiigiedients under this 
rule.” 

5. Tn sub-rule (2) of rule 40 of the said rules, the 

words, The product containing added natural fla¬ 


vour shall be labelled as “CONTAINS ADDED 
FLAVOUR” whereas the product containing synthe¬ 
tic flavour, shall be labelled as “ARTIFICIALLY 
FLAVOURED”, shall be omitted. 

6 . After clause (v) of rule 42 of the said rules, the 
following shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(W) Labels for products with natiual llavour :— 

The product containing added natuial flavour shall be 
labelled as “CONTAINS ADDED F FAVOUR”, 
whereas the product containing synthetic flavour 
shall be labelled as “ARTTUCIALLY FLAVOU* 
RED”. 

7. In rule 44 of the said rules, aftei clause (g) the 

following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(gg) Infant food containing food additive, including 
flavouring agent, except where such additive per¬ 
mitted in accordance with standards specified in Ap¬ 
pendix B. 

Explanation :—For the pm poses of this clause, 
“Infant food” means any food being marketed or 
otheiwisc represented as a partial or total replace¬ 
ment for breastmilk, whether or not suitable for that 
purpose commonly called breastmilk substitute and 
includes infant milk food and any food, whether 
manufactured or locally prepared, suitable as a 
complement to breastmilk, after 4 months of age to 
meet the nutritional needs of the infant commonly 
called “complementary food" “breastmilk supple¬ 
ment" or “weaning food". 

8 . After rule 48-B of the said rules, the following lule 
shall be inserted, namely 

“48-C. Sale of food additives :—^Thc following food 
additives permitted for use in certain foods shall be 
sold only under the Indian .Standards Institution 
Certification marks, namely 

1. Sulphuric acid. 

2. Sodium propionate. 

3. Calcium propionate. 

4. Sorbic acid. 

5. Potassium mefabisulphitc. 

6 . Sodium metabisulpbite. 

7. Sorbitol 

8 . Benzoic acid. 

9. Sodium benzoate. 

10. Fumaric acid. 

11. Sodium carboxymethyj cellulose. 

12. Sodium alginate. 

13. Agar Agar. 

14. Alginic acid. 

15. Calcium alginate. 

16. Gelatin. 

17. Ascorbic acid. 

18. Butylated hydroxy toluene (BHT) 

19. Butylated hydroxyanisole (BHA) 

20. Caramel. 

21. Annatto colour.” 

9. In rule 59 of the said rules, after item 10 of the 
first proviso, the followjng item shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“Tarliary bulylhydroquinone (TBHC) —0.2 per 
cent”. 

10 . After the nile 62 of the .said rules, the following 
rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

“62-A. Antifoaming agents in edible oils and fats— 
Dimethyl Polysiloxaue, food grade, may be used as 
an antifoaming agent in edible oils and fats for deep 
fat frying upto a maximum limit of 10 part per 
million. 
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Explanation :—^For the purpose of this rule, “Antifoaming 
agent means substance which retards deteriorative 
changes and foaming height during heating”, 

11, In part XTII Flavouring Agent 

(i) Rule 63 to the said rules shall be renumbered as 
iiile 63 A, and before rule 63 A as so re-numbered the 
following rule shall be inserted namely :— 

63, Flavouiing agents :—Flavouring agents in 
elude flavour substances, flavour extracts or flavour 
preparations which are capable of impartin-g fla¬ 
vouring properties, nnmely test or odour or both to 
food. Flavouring agents may be of following 
three types :— 

(A) Natural Flavours and Natural Flavouring 
Substances :—* 

Natural flavours and natural flavouring subs¬ 
tances are flavour preparations and single substance 
respectively, acceptable for human consumption, ob¬ 
tained exclusively by physical processes from vege¬ 
table, sometimes animal, raw materials either in 
their natural state or processed, for human consump¬ 
tion. 

TB) Nalural-Tdenlical Flavouring Substances 
Nature-identical flavouring substances arc sub¬ 
stances chemically isolated from aromatic raw 
materials or obtained synthetically; they are 
chemically identical to substances present in 
natural products intended for human consumption. 
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either processed or not.” 

(C) Artiflcial Flavouring Substances :— 

Artificial flavouring substances are those substan¬ 
ces which have not been identified In natural pro¬ 
ducts intended for human consumption, either pro¬ 
cessed or not,” 

12. After Pail XIll of the said rules, the following Part 
shall bo inserted, namely :— 

“Part XTTI A—Carry over of Food Additive—- 

"64-C—Carry Over of Food Additive :—(1) For 
the purpose of the standards specified in Appendix B, 
the “Carry over“ principle applies to the presence of 
additives such as colours, flavouring agents, anti¬ 
oxidants, anticaking agents, emulsifying and stabli- 
zing agents and preservative in food, a? result of 
the use of raw material or other ingredients in 
which these additives were used. The presence of 
contaminants is not covered by this purpose. 

(2) The presence of an additive in food through 
the application of the carry over principle is admis¬ 
sible in general unless otherwise Rppciflcally prohi¬ 
bited in the rules or in Appendix B provided the 
total additive including the cariy over through the 
raw material or other ingredients does not exceed 
the maxinuTm amount so permitted.’*
